Young said he could not guess 
how many present job holders 
might be replaced, but said vet- 
erans will not be affected. He 
added, however, that 1600 of 
about 8000 government attorneys 
in the group may be let out. 


Calls It Patronage Grab. 

Monroney said in an interview 
he thinks the Senate Civil Serv- 
ice Committee, of which he is a 
member, should call Young be- 
fore it for an explanation of the 
order, affecting what civil serv- 
ice calls “Schedule A.” 

“I think old line civil service 
employes who were placed in 
Schedule A’ by department heads 
who wanted their specialized 
services should de protected 
against a patronage grab,” Mon- 
roney said. 

“I k*ow that many of them 
were so classified in the Defense 
Department because of the se- 
cret nature of their work and 
these career people should be 


protected.” 
Holders of “Schedule A” jobs 
originally, had no protection 


against firing, but Truman’s or- 
der put those who had previously 
held regular career positions un- 
der civil service rules. 

Republicans in Congress have 
been complaining that they have 
found it difficult to get jobs for 
party constituents, in many cases 
because the appointees of the pre- 
vious administration who hold 
the posts are protected by civil 
service, 

Second White House Move. 

This is the second move to re- 
strict civil service job coverage 
by the Eisenhower Administra- 
Last April the President 
abolished civil service protection 
of policy-making, officials ap- 
pointed by Democratic Adminis- 
trations. At the time, the White 
House estimated that “more than 
several hundred” jobs were af- 
fected. Later administration offi- 
cials said the order removed pro- 
tection from jobs running into 
the thousands. 

Young said the new order is 
designed to “get the career serv- 
ice removed as far as possible 
from the political area.” He said 
it will “strengthen the career 
service because under it only 
people who have earned protec- 
tion rights will get them.” 

(The United Press quoted 
Young as saying that it was a 
“completely unreasonable, irra- 
tional inequity” for Truman to 
give workers in the Schedule A 
jobs the same protection against 
being fired as federal employes 
who got their jobs after competi- 
tive examination. ,

Recent Russian conciliatory 
moves indicate that “A chance for 
negotiations to succeed has ar- 
rived,” Bishop Lilje declared in 
an interview. “Western Powers 
should be firm in maintaining 
rights, but they must also be flex- 
ible in carrying on negotiations. 
t least we must now try to 
unify Germany.” 


Bishop Lilje’s diocese, largest 
in Western Germany, lies along 
the line between East and West 
Germany. Out of 1400 churches 
in his area, 22 are in the Eastern 
zone. Hannover is two hours’ 
drive from the border. Bishop 
Lilje is the spiritual leader of 
3,900,000 Lutherans. 


‘Momentous Problem.“ 


“The unification of Germany is 
perhaps the most momentous 
problem in the world,” he said. 
“There can be no lasting settle- 
ment of other world problems un- 
til this one is settled. Whatever 
solution is offered to the problem 
of reuniting Germany will pro- 
foundly affect all of Europe, 
perhaps the whole world. This is

“About two weeks ago there 
was a sudden and almost com- 
plete change in Soviet policy to- 
ward our churches and people in 
the Eastern zone.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 23— 
Kenneth Boyd, who shot and 
killed Sam Barenfeld in a hold- 
up in his St. Louis grocery Jan. 
13, 1951, must die in the state’s 
gas chamber July 10, the Missouri 
Supreme Court ruled yesterday. 
The court set the new date 
after previously granting Boyd a 
60-day stay to enable his attorney 


to take the case to the United 
States Supreme Court. But no 
appeal was taken to the Supreme

The only hope for Boyd now 
would be a. grant of ‘executive 
clemency by v. Phil M. Don- 
nelly. He has been asked to com- 
mute the sentence but has 
reached no decision. x 

Boyd, a 23-year-old Negro, was 
convicted of first-degree murder 


June 14, 1951 by a jury in the 
court, of Circuit Judge David A. 
McMullan. The jury fixed his 
punshment at death. It was the 
first time since November 1945 
that a St. Louis jury had assessed 
the death penalty. 

Boyd admitted killing Baren- 
feld in the holdup in the store 
at 1123 North Taylor avenue. Two 
witnesses identified Boyd. At the 
time of the murder, Boyd was a 
fugitive from the psychiatric 


ward of Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
‘pital. His wife, Theresa, was sen- 


tenced in January 1952 to a year 
in the Workhouse for supplying 
hacksaw blades with which Boyd 
and three other prisoners tried 
to escape from City Jail. 

In appealing to the State Su- 
preme Court, Boyd's lawyer ar- 
gued that his client had been 
handcuffed during the trial and 
said this prejudiced the jury. 

But last March the Supreme 
Court upheld the conviction. It 
said his lawyer had consented to 
having Boyd shackled in view of 
the question about his sanity and 
his previous record.

ARMY DEFERS CONCENTRATION 


OF ROTC IN 4-YEAR COLLEGE 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP) 
—The Army has postponed for 
one year the enforcement of its 
plan te concentrate its reserve 
officers’ training in colleges offer- 
ing four-year courses leading to 
academic degrees.

HEN a young man’s family objects to his marrying a cer- 
Wiss girl on the ground that she isn’t good enough for 

him one of two things usually is true: (1) The family is 
right, or (2) certatn psychological factors exist, such as ex- 
cessive mother-love, tendency to judge modern young women 
by the standards of another generation or even a superstition 
that blondes (or brunettes, or redheads) are, ipso facto, poor 
homemakers, fickle or bad-tempered. In some instances there 
may be an element of snobbery over a girl’s economic position. 

Whatever the basis of the family’s objections, a girl should 
determine what it is, then study herself to see whether the 
family has good reason for its feelings. If an honest appraisal 
of herself turns up some major faults that could jeopardize 
a marriage, a girl should go to work on herself.

IF THERE IS EVERY EVIDENCE that the family’s objec- 
tions are without merit, then it is up to the young couple to 
come to mutual agreement about defying the family and mak- 
ing a new life for themselves, with or without the family’s 
blessing. . 

Miss N. is facing such a situation and she writes: “I am 
engaged to a man who works in the same office I do. His 
family have been rather distantly polite to me, and I was told 
lately. by a mutual friend that they don’t think I will make 
a good wife—I'm just a business girl, they say, and not pre- 
pared to be a homemaker. It’s true that I have been very 
successful in my work for the past six years, but I want a 
home, too, and I think I'm as able to be a homemaker as is 
any other woman. Why shouldn't I be?” 7 

I have no idea why you shouldn't, Miss N.; and I hope 
you are well-prepared. But it’s a fact that many business 
girls aren't. A cynic said. Wifery is going out and divorcery 
is taking its place. Modern women don’t seem to know how 
to wife a man any more.”

The “Deter” in “Detergent.”

South 
won, and knowing nothing about 
the trump break, led directly to 
the trump ace. (It would have 
done him no good to finesse.) 
He discarded his heart on dum- 
my’s second diamond trick, 
ruffed a diamond, then led a low

tricks—something declarer could 
not prevent—and defeated the 
confract one trick, but the 100- 
a victory was nothing to brag 
about.’ 
Thte play would have taken on 
a radically differed aspect if West 
had doubled four spades. Then 
East unquestionably would have 
laid down. the heart ace at the 
second trick, and continued with 
a third heart. Meanwhile, West 
would have gotten rid of a dia- 
mond, and declarer would now 
have to extend himself to win as 
many as eight tricks.
